THREATENED REBELLION IN 
‘THE YANGTSE VALLEY: a 


Suanouat, March 18th. 

“The news which we ¢irculated yeslerday 
morning, of an antl-missfotty ontbreak [o, 
Chongking, reaulting {n the destruction of an 
American Misston io the suborbs, the maltrest- 
ment of the Chinese medical assistants and the 
murder of one of them, Is not tn he considered 
xs a mere passing Incident of mlsstonary {lle, to 
be compensated for by tha sebullding of the 
tilssion at the Chinese expense, and the pay- 
ment of a sum of money to the family of the 
murdered map, It. was foriunate for the 
Chinesa that it was not a German Mission this 
ilme; the United States are not likely to make 
the ontsags the basis of a claim for s naval. 
statlon, @ provloce, of even wa railway, At 
Chungking of fate the misslonaties, of whom 
there are now some forty ia the city itvalf have 
been geltlog along qatetly, though, as our 
correspondents have from time to time Informed 
us, the Methodist Eplacops! Mission bas had | 
constant trouble at Kiangpeh, on the other alde 
of the Siae Ho, or Little River, that runs Into 
the Yatgtse at Chungklog It will be some 
time, probably, b:lore we get pariiculacs of this 
recent rlat and Its canses ; batthera fs too mach 
rearon to, fear that it may tora oot to bee 
symptom of tha worest that fs felt throoghont 
the Yangtz* Valley at the preset time, 

For this unrert there are @ great many cautcs, 
Tho Yengize, Valley has been for years the 
favourite reerulting ground of thet formidable 
wecret soclety, the Kolao Hut, which is always 
threatening to organirea rebellion, but which so 
(ax seems to confind Itself to toca! elaings, which 
the anthorilics casily suppress, as long as they 
keep thelr superforlty tn the armament of thelr 
men. Bat, as we mentioned lately, arma hive 
beea pourlng Into the Yangtra Valley daring the 
fast few months, and {t ts sald that high officials 
are Interesied in thele Introduction. Tho real 
ruler of the Yangtze Valley fs HE, Chang Chih- 
tang, tho Viceroy of Hupeh aod Hunan, for 
HE. Lia Kanyl, the Viceroy of the three tower 
provinces, Anhul, Klangst, and Kiangso, is 
under the sway of Chang's strovger personality 
and Chang Chib-tong’ I. as wo have 
shown lately, disgusted with Peklng on account 
of the decree ordering him to disband bls troopy, 
and on account of the weakness of the Govern: 
ment generally, which bas Jeft China a helpless 
curcase for her enemies fo divide. Itis: galllog. 
to him, a patriote Chinamanif there [s one, to 


see. that-Chioa-bas-no-volco-at all o-the-discur— 


sion of the question of her own spelfatlon, which 
Is only postponed by the dispates among her 
spollers. Though belleved to be personally a 
man of scrupcious honest, be spends the re- 
sources of hie satrapy recklesily in wild schemes 
which might become remureritive if there were 
@ peacticall man to direct them ; and belng'to 
constant want of money he do:s not tke the pro- 
spect of having a part of bis Iikin taken away, 
and extra taxes imposed on his people, to pry 
the Interest on loans rendered necessary by the 
maladmiolatratton at Peking, for which he does 
not consider bimself responsible, 

The anrestin the vailey of the Yangise Is being 
maintained and stimulated by a very able native 
newspaper published, wo understand, ‘Io 
Shangbal, which Is" read by the ‘educa. 
ted classes, and which {s very outspoken in tte 
articles on the necessily ol reform, Its motto ls 
apparently ‘China for the Chisese;' bat tls op- 
position at the present ‘time is directed at the 
Government of China, mora than at tho Fore!go 
Powers whose opportunities for aggression have 
been povided thtm by the weakness of the 
Government.
